I£. Wool ton. who lias mado stu b a sm-cess of 
training in England, was a iiasseiiger liy the .Mold- 
avia. whieh reacheil I'remantle hist weok. and. as 
tile ex-Sydneyite is coiiclnding liis journey overland, 
presiuinalily lie will lie in this city during Hie week. 
Tile opiKirtiuiity of interviewing him at Fremaiitie 
was not missed, and 1 n itice lie stated that his sou 
Eraiik will take over the horses that wt-ro to have 
lieeii trainod hy liis son Stanley, wlio lias lieeii given 
a eomniission in the 7th Hussars. I'rank will eon- 
seipientl.v liave aliout 4li horses in his charge, and 
Ills fatlier intends being liaek in ICngland alioiit May 
in order lo assist in Hieir preparation. 

I’rohatily Hits means that Wmitton. senior, lias 
simietliiiig of ills own that he regards as a Derliy 
po.ssiliility. for I saw it iiientioned in a Dnidou 
paper that ilr. Hiiltoii's horses, wiiielt ineliide some 
promising youngsters, are in future to tie prepared 
liy a inoiniiient Lnglisli trainer. I’erhaps. for old 
assoeiatioii’s sake, liowever, he may give some to 
young Wootton. It was nndi'rsttxid tliat when W.'ml- 
ton. senior, retiiriied to Australia lie would not do 
any raring, lint he is said to liave moditied liis ideas 
on that score, wliieli is not surprising, as he wonhl 
lie lost witliont an aetivo inlorest in a liorse or two. 
So far as the English turf is eoneerned. lie is eredii- 
ed witli telling liis Perth interviewer that Hiis year 
will completely tinish liini, ami lie will tlien s,.tt!e 
down in New Sontli Wales. Such nia.v tie his inten 
tion. lint li.v now iic has iirtiliahly lieconie so tlmr- 
onghly aecnstonied to England and its ways that 
lie may timl .Vnstralia does not aiipeal as mncli to 
liiin as earlier in liis tareer. 

It is eas.v to praise success, hut Wootton deserves 
till credit for. in the first instaiiee, tackling .South 
Africa witli what was a rongli team, and afterwaril , 
trying liis Inek in England. His plnek lias lieeii 
well rewarded.
